diately the nolse was made the women went 
down end brougit up the chiltrenon deok ;

port aide, right on the cormgr. The barque 
then rushed along the port dide of the junk 
and got her bowsprit entangled in-the saila 
of the jank, This held the juak up for a 
time and allowed of all the peuple on board 
being saved. They state that the men and 
women scrambled tip the chains and got on 
board the Gustav, bringing the children 
safely with them. They also state that 
when they fitst got on board they saw no 
European whatever; the only person 
they saw was a Chinaman, who turned out 
to be the cook of the Gustav.. Ho helped 
some of them to get up there: - After all 
those belonging to the junk wereon board, 
then two Eu:opeans: came along.  T! 
wrecked people told the captain that they 

wanted a boat to be lowered so that they 

might save some of their effects from the 

junk, bat nothing was done to let them 

secure auything. Afterwards the-junk 

was seen to bo on fire; it was supposed 

that the sails had fallen dows, and had 

been set fire to by the fire the master had 

been cocking the conge with. Although 

le was able to prove in this oasé that the 

junk had ‘a light, as-a question of law he 

would put it that it was not neccasary that- 
the junk should have a light. lt was the 

duty-of the Gustav coming on to their stern 

to keep clear of the junk. The 17:h rule 

of the Road at Sea was that “any vessel 

overtaking another vessel shall keep out of 

the way of the said last-mentioned. vessel.” 

Tha: rule applied to all vessels, ateamoers 
and sailing ships alike. . ae 

Bis Lordebip ; Laee that will be altered 
by the neg rules, which come in force on 
the 1st September next year. 

Mr Russell next quoted from Boyd’s 
Merchant Shipping Laws, to the offeot that 
there is no precise rule laid down as to 
what should be done where one vessel over- 
takes another. The locality and the whole 
circumstances of the collision had to be 
considered. That was in Boyd’s notes 


-| on the Shipping Laws. There was~a-case- 


in which.two steamers were coming down 
the Hudson River, their courses differing 
some eight points (in this case it was sald 
the courses of the junk and the barque dif- 
fered by some five points); they were bold 
to come within this rule by the American 
Court, snd the hindmost held to blame. It 
was laid down there that the onus of. prov- 
ing that she was not to blame lay on the 
hindmost vessel. It might be asked why 
did -the people on the junk not see the 
steamer'’s light before she was upon them. 
They were engaged in watching for the 
other junk with which they were fishing ; 
and she was on the starboard side; the 
steersman and also tho men on the look- 
out Had their atiention devoted to her. - 

Mr Russell then called the following evi- 
dence :— : 

Sin King Loy: I am master of a fishing 
junk, the Loy Hop, and sole owner, Ske 
was a two-masted boat of 800 piculs. On- 
the 11th September 1 salled from Macao, 
We got to Cheung Chow and remained 
some days, becauge there was wind blowing. 
I recollect the 2iet of Yeptember, There 
wore twelve persons on board inoluding 
mysel‘.’ - We left Cheung Chow on the 16th 
September. For several days betweon-the 
16th and 21st we were fishing. There were 
other junks fishing, bot they wore a long 
way off. We were fishing in pairs; there 
was another junk with us. We stopped 
fishing at 9 o’olock on the night of the 2ist 
September. We sailed eastward, making 
for Hongkong; we got as far as Nin Ting 
on tho end of the Lamma, Ourcourse was 
to northward of east, I do not understand- 
the-for:ign-compass. Shewn a diagram of 
a foreign compass, witness places bia junk’s 
head at N, E. by E. 1 was making for 
Victoria, There were hills between the 
lighthouse and junk, I first saw the light- 
house about dusk. Sometimes I saw the 
light, and sometimes ft was shaded by the 
hills. £ was coming in by Green Island 
aide, the west. Shortly before’ midnight 
the steersman called my attention ty some- 
thing. Iwas preparing. congee for the men, 
Ge aaid, ‘‘Thera ia a large ship sailing 
up." I then.xan to the stern of the 
juok and found it was,do, I was sitting 
making the ocongee abaft the main-mast, 
She was ony about 6 cheongs off, (about 
60 feet.) Tho steersman was standing at 
the helm, on the port side, There wore 
seven or eight - women and sailors on 

eck. Tha children were asleep down 
below. I called out to the ship to alter 
her course. Sbe soon came up upon us, 
atriking u¢ op the stern portside : (manner 
of collision explained by accorapanying 
models). J called out ‘‘save life” as soon 
as we were struck, We were struck on the 
9 quarter of the stern by the Gustav's 

ows. The ship passed slong the -junk’s 
aide and the bowsprit got entangled in the 
rigging. The port pide of the stern was 
all broken. The women called the children 
up. Our bows went under, There was 8 
Chinaman in the starboard bows of the 
ship. T called-all hands to come up, and 
they did so, We all got on tothe barque. 
Afterwards the sails fell down over the fire 
and the ‘masts broke. ‘The foremast fell 
over ahd the lantern on it was gone. The 
bows sank, and the water came up to the 
mast, I said to the Chinaman on the 
barque ‘* Ask the Captain to lend mo a 
boat. to-go and get cur trunks.” He went 
to the Captain. When he returned he 
told me they would not send a boat. 
This was’ just when we went on board. 
Next morning they. br.ught us-to Hong- 
kong., About the time it’ would take to 
eat two or three meals of rice (about two 
hours), Isaw the large fire. The only lights 
‘on the junk were the large fire cooking the 
congee, and: three lanterns, one on each 
side; and one'on the foremast. The latter 
was burning; T lighted it myself about dusk. 
‘It. burned brightly..-The wiod was: nor- 
thorly a little to the west. This was ont-

The atern of my junk was not 
very high, The scaffolding at the stern 
was very bigh. 1.do not know. whether 
tho steorsman waa sitting or standing. He 
could seo over the stern either sltting or 
standing, “There is a high stool on which 
I called out to the 
barque to change, the course; we alao at- 
tempted to change, but could not do It in 
time; we tried to get out of the way, but 
the vessel did not-answer her helm, There 
was not time, the barque was too near. 
Fishing boats do not calculate thelr rate of 
salling by the hour, The junk was first 
struck astern. The barque strack us on 
the stern, and then ran along the port 
side, turning the junk a little over. 
Tho mast broke over, but I did not seo the 
foremast nor the ight. This was before 
wo crambled up on the barque, The mast 
fell over on the starboard side. I lost 
sight of the foremaat and the light in the 
collision. Iam sure that the fire I saw 
was my junk burning. .We did not 
recelye any assistance by ropes from the 
people in the barque, I declare there 
were no ropea thrown to as ; the Chinaman 
gave us his hand to help us up, that was 
all the help we got. The Captain askéd us 
to go back to our junk. I said she could 
not hold anybody. The othor fishing junk 
waa.close at hand ; wo were not asked to go 
on board on ber, When! went on board 
the vessel I:could. not see the junk, 3 
Re-oexamised :—I have seen the burnt 
masts picked’ up at Yow-mah-nee, and I 
know them to be mine, There was no 
-foreig: er seen-on the-barque, when we went 
on board, only the Chinaman. There 
were no junks near us except the one that 
chad been fishing with us. There were no 
othera in view. I have seen our com- 
aga since and she had no appearance of 
Te. rit 
To Capt. Thomectt :—I did not see the 
other junk follow us, but I know she did ag 
she arrived next day. We had completed 
our fishing at 9 o’clock, and were making 
for Victoria, .We sailed slowly, When 
the bowsprit of the Gustav got foul of the 
rigging it kept the junk from sinking. It 
was cut away. but I do not know by whom. 
The Chinaman helped me up, and then he 
and I assisted the others. The collision 
took place between one and two hundred 
cheung: from the land. ©The lamp was 
lighted at dusk, and was trimmed again 
only a short time before the collision. 
Court adjourned at:1 o’clook till 2.30 for 
tifiin and to allow tho assessors to attond 
‘to such office duties as were pressing. 


On resuming, 

Kwok Ayon, who was steering the junk 
at the time the collision took place, was tho 
firat witness examined. He generally cor- 
roborated the first witness with regard to 
the. way in which the barque ran into tho 
jank and as to there being no Europeans 
seen on desk when they got on board the 
Gustav, and as to no rope or help being 
given to avy of the junk’s .crew except 
the hand of the Ohinese cook. He 
added that none of the twelve people who 
were rescued had anything to eat from 
midnight till noon next day ; they asked 
for rice at daylight and were told there was 
‘none ; at noon they got a few biscuits, and 
there was some tea also there, The ohildren 
were treated in the same way. - They bad 
nothing to eat for twelve hours after they 
got on board, He also corroborated the 
master of the junk as to the light being 
burning brightly, and general:y as to the 
whole circumstances of the collision. 

Cross-examined; be explained that the 
junk was making for sbelter aa quickly as 
she could as they expected a typhoon that 
night. He denied as strongly as the firet 
witness that any European helped those who 
were in the junk to get on board. There 
were no ropes thrown over to ‘help them. 
Unly the one Obinaman gave them a help- 
ing hand. He went down on the anchor 
hanging from the cat-head, starboard side, 
and held out his hand to help two of them 
up, they in their turn helping up the others, 

Sin Ayun was the last wimess examined. 

He also was one of the crew of the junk, 
and in a general way corroborated the evi- 
dence of the mastor. : 
+ At 4,20 the Court adjourned to Wednos- 
day at 10 o.m., when Mr Hayllar will state 
the case for the impugnent and call evid- 
ence, He-has only four witnezses, and aa, 
as in to-day’s proceed gt the firat witness 
will probably break the back of the day's 
hearing, it is expected that the case willbe 
finished on that day..
